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(57) A protective cap (A) for a bottle (E) to prevent the entry of foreign bodies into a drink, comprises a 
protective screen which covers the aperture (D) of the bottle (E), includes small holes or mesh <F) to allow the 
free flow of liquid, a V shaped cut (G) to allow the passage of a drinking straw (H) and a safety ring (B) 
attached to the cap (A) that sits on the neck of the bottle (E). The cap (A) may be provided with a snap-fit 
arrangement to engage the bottle neck (E), or may be provided with a screw-thread to be secured to threaded 
bottle necks. The safety ring (B) may be provided by a ring of a split ring to fit a varying thickness of bottle 
necks. There may be a joining strip (C) between the cap (A) and the safety ring (B), which may be flexible

THE DRUG AND BVG CAP 



The invention relates to a Bottle, Drug and Bug Cap. 

The Bottle, Drug and Bug Cap is to be produced to cover the aperture of an opened 
bottle protecting the drink within from the entry of drugs and bugs (insects). 

The idea was developed from the fact that many people drink directly from a bottle. If 
a bottle is left unattended, insects or bugs could enter without your knowledge and as 
you are often unable to see clearly into the bottle you could quite easily end up with 
an insect or bug in your mouth. Also many stories are heard of unscrupulous 
individuals drugging people for immoral reasons. If you again leave a drinks bottle 
unprotected someone could easily drop drugs into the top of the bottle without your 
knowledge. The Bottle, Drug and Bug cap aims to put a stop to this by protecting the 
drink inside. Because the Cap has small holes or mesh incorporated it allows the free 
flow liquid. (A) the shaped cut is incorporated within the mesh of the Cap to allow 
a drinking straw to be inserted, meanwhile the drink in the bottle remains protected. 

The Bottle, Drug and Bug Cap may be produced in any shape or size as long as it fits 
snugly to the aperture of a bottle whether it be snap fit or screw fit. Any material may 
be used as long as it is suitable for oral use and does not contaminate the liquid that 
flows through it. 

As the Bottle, Drug and Bug Cap may be produced as a relatively small object it is 
recommended that it has a Safety Ring included. The safety Ring which is attached to 
the Cap clips over the neck of the bottle. In the unlikely event of the Cap coming off it 
will remain attached to the bottle via the Safety Ring. 

The specifics of the invention will be described by way of example with reference to 
the accompanying drawings in which: 

Figure 1. Shows the Bottle, Drug and Bud Cap (A). The Cap can be produced to 

suit any bottle shape and size and still comply with the task intended. 
The Safety Ring (B) which clips round the neck of the bottle may be 
made in a continuous ring or a split ring allowing it to expand or retract 
on different thickness bottle necks. 

Figure 2. Shows a side view of the Bottle, Drug and Bug Cap. The Cap (A) is to 

be produced at such a gauge as to enable it to be snapped snugly into 
position over the bottle or screwed comfortably into position. The 
jointing strip (C) between the Cap and the Safety Ring is to be 
produced at such a small gauge to allow flexibility and not cause an 
obstruction.

Shows the Bottle, Drug and Bug Cap in position ready for use. The 
small holes or mesh (F) incorporated in the top of the Cap allows the 
free flow of liquid, but protects the drink within from the entry of 
drugs and bugs. 

Shows the neck of the bottle (E) only, with the Bottle, Drug and Bug 
Cap in position. Visible is the shaped cut (G) incorporated in the 
mesh (F) which allows a drinking straw (H) to be inserted. 

Shows the neck of the bottle (E) only, with the drinking straw (H) in 
position through the shaped cut (G). When the drinking straw is 
inserted the drink within the bottle still remains protected due to the 
design of the Cap. 



CLAIMS 



A protective screen for the aperture of a bottle which covers the aperture of the bottle 
and includes small holes to allow the free flow of liquid but restricts the entry of 
foreign bodies, and combined shaped cut to allow the access of a drinking straw, 
all complete with a safety ring which is attached to the cap and sits on the neck of the 
bottle and safeguards the cap in the event of it coming away from its normal position. 

1. A cap according to Claim 1. to suit the shape of a standard production bottle. 

2. A protective cap according to Claim 1 . produced with a combined straw 
facility and small holes for the flow of liquid. 

3. A protective cap according to Claim 2. produced with small holes and 
combined straw facility to allow the flow of liquid but restrict the entry of 
foreign bodies. 

4. A protective cap according to Claim 3. produced at such a gauge as to snap in 
position over the open aperture of the bottle. 

5. A protective cap according to Claim 4. produced as a screw top to hold it in 
position on threaded bottles. 

6. A protective cap according to Claim 5. to be combined with a safety ring 
which is to sit round the neck of the bottle and be attached to the cap. 

7. A protective cap according to Claim 6. to be attached to a safety ring which 
may be easily split into an opened ring to facilitate bottles with wider necks. 

8. A protective cap according to Claim 7. made as a separate item or with the 
safety ring. 

9. A protective cap according to Claim 1 . and substantially as described herein 
with reference to figures 1-8 of the accompanying drawing.
